- : The “desertion” of merchant seamen is a 
subject with which Hongkong is familiar 
- by frequent, instances ; and it is, moreover, 
a subject that has for a long time received 
earnest consideration in almost. every part 
ofthe world. There are many people, how- 
“ever, who are mildly surprised when they 
hear of a common.seaman forfeiting by 
forty-eight hours’ absence as much as three 
or four hundred dollars, who would be still 
more surprised if they knew more of the 
ins and outs of the matter. It may help to 
do British seamen a good turn if we give a 
few-observations to make the public’s flesh 
creep, According to a recent statement by 
a commander of the Royal Navy, the pay 
sytem is«latgely responsible for desertions.. 
Wages are withheld from the crews for the 
whole round of voyages, outward and home- 
ward, for which crews are engaged. No 
other class of British workmen, by land or 
sea, have to wait so long for their money. 
Imagine what would be.said if a longshore- 
man, belonging. to a- Trade Union, had to 
_wait six months or more for his wages; and 
if, on top, of that, he were liable to lose all 
he had earned if he took a couple of days 
“off.” Yet this, and far more, has to be 
endured| by the long voyage sailor in the 
inercantile marine. The Naval man draws 
seven-eighths of his wage once a month, and 
_ the balance once.a quarier. The criimps 
. consider .the Jack Tar as-unworthy their 
‘amiable attentions, in consequence, A 
Parliamentary Papér (No. 334) issued -last 
. August. by the Board of Trade makes it 
_ quite clear that there is money fur somebody 
- in‘*desertions.” There were nearly twenty- 
~geven thousand technical desertions in 
colonial and foreign ports in 1900; and it 
is computed that of these tweuty-thres. 
’ thonsand were cases in which wages and 
effects were “ forfeited,” without any legal 
formality whatever. The Merchant Ship- 
‘ping Act.of 1894 (sections 221, 232) stipu- 
lates that such forfeitures shall -be made by 
a Court, and after :e-imbursing the owner 
any .éxpenses caused by the “ lesertion,” 
the balance of-wages forteited, if any, shall 
be paid into the Exchequer. It aj:peurs to 
be the fact that ‘for many years” the 
Exchequer has never received a shilling in 
that way. Who got the money? The 
Departmental Committee ot the Buard of 
Trade, which issued the report, discovered 
that “the practice is for the master to 
retuin both wazcs and effects of deserters: ” 
and, more extraordiuary still, that “the 
Board of Trude ‘have no power to comr 
pel the master or owner to hand over the 
wages and property cf deserters, or .to 
prosecute seamen for desertion.” They 
further agreed that “there is no doubt: 
that a-serious number of desertions fro 
British slips take place every year, and th 
wages left behind by the deserters must 
amount in the aggregate to a considerable 
sum.” Suspicion is bound to arise thereon; 
and an--official statement made by the 
Consul at Portland, Oregon, in 1898, wiil 
be less shocking ‘now than it might other- 
+-wise sound. He said, “In some instances 
- the: men are harshly treated and made-un- 
comfortable; but in sucha way that the 
officers do not-render themselves amenable 
té:law. This naturally leads to desertions.”’

It is the regular 
practice for some masters so to harass, 
irritate; and abuse theit seamen that they 
desert. The master thus avoids paying the 
seaman’s hardly-earned wages,” There are 
more opinions like those on record, but we 
have given enough. There are various 
suggestions for reform, ‘the chief being an 
amendment making it compulsory for ship- 
masters to hand over the wages due to the 
Consul, for transmission to the Exchequer ; 
aud so “to remove from shipmasters all in- 
The 
question of loss to the shipowner by such 
desertions (apart from! the men’s wages 
altogether) scarcely arises. The expenses 
caused: by “ desertion”? should not be 
greater than the expenses’ caused by 
decease ; they are offset by the saving 
in wages and food, and there are no 
funeral expenses to pay., It is maintained, 
however, that in the majority of cases these, 
expenses exceed the the value of wages and 
property forfeited. That is, at all events, 
an admission that tuerea is a minority in 
which the forfeitures are greater ; and as we 
have shown, the Exchequer has never 
benefited by any of these minority cases, 
The Report recommends that the master or 
owner should render an account when the 
forfeiture exceeds £5. This limitation is 
far from satisfactory, A sum like £5 is 
sufficient to tempt to induce desertions, 
when such desertions effect savings in other 
ways that compensate for expenses. It is

military philosophy of Freperick the 
Great. Since its appearance, we have received 
the December number of Mr. Joun Murpay’s 
Monthly: Review, in which “ Ex.Non- 
Com,” has a number of deeply interesting 
observatiozs to make. First we may quote 
a general observation, which will uct be 
swallowed whole in Hongkong. ‘In the 
Russian and Turkish armies,” the writer 
says, ‘the unreasoning ignorance of the 
masses makes for self sacrificing devotion 
in war, and perfection of discipline always ; 
in Japan patriotism suffices to absorb self; 
in'Germany the militiry system has been 
made cohesive by a Dracovic rigour and 
the cruelties of casie. But it isinow evident 
that what answered in the days of Frep. 
ERICK the Great is failing in these days of 
enlightenment aud broadcast principles ;, 
we are told¢hat democracy is gnawing at 
the root of German military discipline and 
efficiency ; we have evidence that the same 
thing is manifesting itself in the French 
Army. If, then, in conscript armies the 
growth of thought does not harmonise with 
military rule, the discord must be even 
more pronounce’ in the case of a voluntary 
army, the discipline in which owes nothing’ 
to the factors above-mentioned.” In the 
British army, we are told, “there is 
substantial evidence of- practical unrest 
among the rank and file.”

THE YEAR'S WORK, 

The CHAIRMAN said— Gentlemen, as this is 
the first meeting of a New Year wo may be glad 
to look back for a'moment on the work of the 
year which has gone, and in so doing we will 
find, I think, no small grounds for congratulat- 
ing ourselves on the improved sanitary’condi- 
tion of the Colony. Barly in the year a com- 
mittee of the Boatd recommended the reserva- 
tion of a site on the Kowloon peninsula as & 
Colonial Cemetery—their object being to secure 
an ample reserve for this‘purpnse in anticipation 
of the great increase in population which must 
follow the inauguration of the Kowloon- Canton 
railway. Another committee went very fully 
into the question of the most suitable sites: for 
markets in the Kowloon peninsula, and their 
recommendations were forwarded to the Govern- 
ment. In October, Mr. Pollock raised the im- 
portant question of the adoptiou by the Colony 
of the Paris Convention in substitution for 
the Venice Convention, under which we are 
at present working, and the matter is now in the 
hands of the Chamber of Commerce for report. 
In November, the Board agreed to accept 4” 
of the cement conorete in lieu of 6” of lime 
concrete of a covering for the ground 
surfaces of dwellings, pending an amend- 


1 ment of the Ordinanoe to secure this. The 


public werks of a sanitary nature which have 
been well advanced or completed during the 
year are the Disinfeoting Station at Kowloon. 
the new Western M. rket, the new Market at 
-Mongkok Tsui, and various public Latrines aud 
‘Urinals; while the Board have secured the 
grant. of fands for a new Mortuary at Kowloon, 
for Shelters for Dust Carts in the City, 
for additional Latrines and Urinals, and for 
the completion of the new Western Market 
during the year 1906. So far as the health 
of the community is concerned, the general 
death-rate for the year has been 16.7 per 1,000, 
ag compared with 16.94 per 1,000 in 1904, and 
this appears to ‘be the lowest death-rate on 
record in this colony. The rate among the 
Chinese was 16.6 per 1,000 and that among the 


non-Chinese was 17.5 per 1,000—a very different |- 


condition of affairs to what prevailed 10 or even 
5 years ago. As to Plague, we had only 304 
cases during the year, while there were 90 cases 


| of Enteric Fever and 75 cages of Smallpox, 


the latter, I am afraid, we can do very little for, 
owing to the impraoticability of enforcing adult 
re vaccination in this Colony, and the fact that 
the infection can be introduced from China in 
clothing, bedding, ot:.; but. I think we may be able 
in time to educate the public in the matter of the 
sources of infection of Typhoid Fever, and 
when this is accomplished, the incidence of this 
disease, at least, among the non-Chinese, who 
ave by far the greatest sufferers, will decline. 
With regard to buildings, our figures are equally 
satisfactory; 16 new European houses have been 
declared ready for occupation during the year 
in the City and Peak districts, and 16 in Kow- 
loon and the out-lying districts, while 167 new 
Chin so houses -have been similarly granted 
certificates of occupation in the City, and 61 in 
Kowloon and the outlying districtsand 30 new 
godowns and offices had. also been completed

’ S1r,-—I beg to inform you that your letter of 
tho 2ist July covering copy of despatch from 
the Governor of Hongkong with regard to the 
case of Captain Bell Smith and to the con- 
stitulion of the Marine Magistrate's Court ta 
that Colony, has received the careful con- 

sid-ration of the Guild. 

To refer’ to the second paragraph of the 
R-port of the Governor of Hongkong, we 
observe that he does not eonsider the Police 
Court prosecution of Captain Bell Smith as 
parallel to cases heard: before the High Court 
in Admiralty Jurisdiction. : 

1t affords considerable satisfaction to know 
that. in the Marine Court at Hongkong, 
constituted under Section 19 of the Mer- 
chant Shipping Ordinance, it is customary 
to appoint ‘three Masters of the Mer- 
cantile Marine as Assessors. As the principle 
is recognised in the Marine Court, the Guild 
feel that it should équally so be recognised in 
the Police Court where cuses affecting merchant 
ships occur, and where seafaring technicalities 
are bound to arise. 

Referring to tho third paragraph of the 
Governor’s report, it sppears that ‘ aptain 
Barnes-Lawrenoce, before whom the case of 
Captain Bell Smith was tried, holds a Master’s 
certificate and has served in the Mercantile 
Marine, Captain Barnes-Lawrence being a 
retired Royal Naval Commander, the’ Guild 
were under a wrong impression, having no 
knowledge of his practical acquuintanceship 
with the Merchant Service. Perhaps this was 
natural, as it is only in very rare cases indeed 
that Naval ‘officdrs possess this experience.

The conditions of the 


port in the United Kingdom. 

Tho steamer tonnage| which enters and leaves 
these restricted waterg is the largest of 
port in the World. 

In addition wo haye a number of steam 
launches engaged privately and as ferry boats, 
from one part of the harbour to another. There 
are nearly 300 launches registered in the port, 
of which over 100 are constantly employed as 
passenger boats. 

The consequencel|is that the noise from steam 
whistles is almost seg he during the day, 


night hours. 

It is imperative, therefore, that, while reason- 
able use of whistles by steam vessels is not 
interfered with, the abuse be reduced to a 
minimum, It is to meet this nuisance, which 
in a great measure is to be attributed to thu 
small passenger boats, that the existing regula- 
tions wére framed. . 

It would appear from the facts of the cases 
(so far as they are understood by the Committee 
of the Chamber) cited by the Merchant Ship- 
ping Guild, the steam whistles were being 

lown, not in the ordinary course of navigation, 
a merely to attract the attention of people on 
shore. 

It is precisely to meet like abuses that the 
regulations referred to were brought into fpree, 
and the case. against the masters of vessels in 
‘question having been proved to the satisfaction 
of the Court, the Committee of the Chamber are 
glad to observe that in the interests of the 
community at large a fitting penalty was 


imposed by‘the Magistrate. The terms used |’ 


by the Guild as “ Captains of British Merchant 
Ships” though techuically correct is calculated 
to. convey to the uninitiated a somewhat 
erroneous. impression. The vessels in question 
are small river steamers of some 80 to 90 tons 
registered iff the Colohy, and consequently 
rank as British vessels. ‘They are, however, 
owned by Chinese firms and manned by the 
usual class of Chinese seamen with the excep- 
tion of the: commandérs, who in this case are 
understood to be British, . 

The Committee would add that it is precisely 
this clasg.of small passenger vessel whose 
improper use of the steam whistles has led to 
repeated complaints being made to the Govern- 
ment, Hence the regulations. 

5. The ‘case of the Norwegian steamers 
anchoring. in Junk Bay has also been fully 
explained in the letter under reply. 

For many years past merchant cantains have 
made use of this anchorage in unsettled or 
foggy weather without hindrance from the 
Port Anthorities. 

During last Summer, however, particularly 
towards the end of May and early in June, the 
condition: of affairs in the Far Eastern Seas 
was abnormal.
